MISSIONARIES TO THE PHILIPPINES — 


An eye-witness account by Evangelist Don Sheley 


Calvin and Olive Zeissler are mis- 
sionaries to the Philippine Islands 
from Calvary Temple in San Jose 
where Brother T. Kermit Jeffrey is 
pastor. 


Their work is located on Negros 
Island in Bacolod City. Approximate- 
ly one and one-half million people in- 
habit the small island and the popula- 
tion of Bacolod City is 85,000. Prior 
to December 1954, there was no Full 
Gospel work on this island. God has 
blessed the efforts of the Zeisslers 
and today there are approximately 
1500 boys and girls, men and women, 
enrolled in the thirty-two outstation 
projects. Each Sunday afternoon, 30 
or more C. A.’s help in these new 
branch works. 

There are more than 7,000 islands 
in the Philippine group and its total 
population is twenty-two million. 
Ninety per cent of the people are Ro- 
man Catholic. The Assemblies of God 


have a constituency of four or five 
thousand. 

The beginning of the spreading of 
the Full Gospel message began many 
years ago when our Filipino brethren 


in America were converted and _at- 
tended our Bible Schools. Later, they 
felt called to go back to their home- 
land and tell of their new-found joy 
and heavenly power. During World 
War II, the Philippine Islands were 
occupied by the Japanese and our 
missionary work came to a standstill. 
However, many of the native work- 
ers carried on and in 1946 our mission- 
aries returned. Bethel Bible Institute 
was begun in Manila and later Im- 
manuel Bible Institute became a 
reality on the small island of Cebu. 
There are Assemblies of God mission- 
aries located on four of the larger is- 
lands of the Philippines; Luzon 
(Manila), Panay (Iloilo City), Cebu 
and Negros (Bacolod City). We have

many National Churches on these is- 
lands as well as many of the smaller 
islands. 

Brother and Sister Calvin Zeissler 
have only one goal and that is to bring 
the Gospel of Jesus Christ to the poor 
and needy in this chosen field of ser- 
vice. One of the greatest needs in 
Bacolod City is a church building. 
Brother and Sister Zeissler are thank- 
ful to the fine Christian friends of 
Calvary Temple in San Jose who 
pledged $3,000.00 towards a new 
church and the fine Assembly of Sea- 
side who pledged $450.00 annually 
towards outstation churches. But a 
total sum of $20,000.00 is needed to 
complete the project and they are 
trusting God to supply this great need. 
Remember them in prayer!

Til fhe cays of Methuselah...” 


A whimsical meditation by our 


I have just passed the eighty-third 
nilestone of my pilgrimage. Eighty- 
hree years! That is quite a while to 
ive. But many men have lived longer. 
have been thinking lately about 
Methuselah. The Bible does not tell 
is-a great deal about him; but it is 
juite astonishing how much can be 
aid in just a few sentences, especial- 
y when the sentences are inspired by 
he Holy Spirit. Notice four things 
oncerning Methuselah. 


| Methuselah was the firstborn 

* son of Enoch who was a 
yrophet and who “walked with God” 
or three hundred years after 
Methuselah was born and was then 
ranslated, going to heaven without 
lying, and who thus became a type 
yf those saints who will be raptured 
vhen our Lord shall appear at the 
nd of this dispensation to “make up 
Tis jewels.” Enoch was sixty-five 
years old when Methuselah was born. 
When he began his prophetic minis- 
ry we are not told. Whether the pro- 
dhecy we read of in Jude was uttered 
rior to the birth of his firstborn son 
wx afterwards we are not informed. 
3ut we can be reasonably sure that 
xefore Methuselah was born it was 
evealed unto Enoch that the flood 
vas coming, and that the flood would 
3e¢ a judgment that would prefigure 
he judgements at the end of the age 
n which we are living, this dispensa- 
ion of grace, for the name he gave 
o his son Methuselah means, ac- 
sording to the Newberry Bible, 
‘When he is dead it shall be sent, i. 
>. the deluge.” Would that every son 
1ad such a godly father as Methuselah 
iad! It is a great heritage indeed. My 
ather was the most godly man I have 
ever known. Like Enoch he “walked 
with God.” He was a man of the 
Bible and of prayer. He was an over- 
comer. I have seen him many a time 
n a place where ordinary men would 
nave become provoked, but at no time 
lid I see him when his temper was 
he least bit ruffled. My mother tried 
several times to provoke him. She 
seemed, it appeared to me, to be al- 
nost provoked because he was un- 
provoked; but he always just looked 
at her and said nothing. One day I 
wrote concerning him, 
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His was a true and gracious soul 
No unkind word escaped his lips; 
His vision of the blood-bought goal 
He let no carnal deed eclipse. 
2 Methuselah lived in this 
* world longer than any other 
man whose name we know. I have 


already noted the meaning of his 
name. For nine hundréd’ and _ sixty- 
nine years after Methuselah was born 
God waited. It almost looks as though 
He was hesitating to unleash the 


floods of divine judgment that His 
unerring justice had decreed should 
come and that through Enoch had 
been foretold.

We do not know what the occupa- 
tion of Methuselah was. His wife's 
name we do not know., and although 
he was the father of many sons and 
daughters, we know the name of only 
one, We know nothing about his de- 
clining years. Was he afflicted with 
infirmities of age after he passed the 
nine hundredth milestone of his pil- 
erimage? We do not know for the 
Bible is silent concerning this. He was 
an observer of the decline of right- 
eousness in the world, an observer of 
the growing corruption and the in- 
creasing violence, and he doubtless 
knew that his father had foretold the 
coming of the great deluge, and he

may have spent much time in prayer 
that God would at least spare a rem- 
nant in the day of approaching ven- 


geance. His prayer was answered if 
he thus prayed, and a remnant was 


spared. 
3 Methuselah was the grand- 
* father of Noah who, “being 
warned of God of things not seen as 
yet, moved with fear, prepared an 
ark to the saving of his house; by the 
which he condemned the world, and 
became the heir of the righteousness 
which is by faith.” Noah _ evidently 
knew about the prophecy of his great- 
grandfather, Enoch, and hac doubt- 
less been told by his grandfather, Me- 
thuselah, why he had been named 
Methuselah and that the predicted 
judgment would most certainly fall, 
as it did fall the very year Methuselah 
died. It came, in accordance with di- 
vine prediction, as all divinely in- 
spired prophecies have been fulfilled 
or will be fulfilled in harmony with 
divine schedule. God does everything 
according to schedule and in harmony 
with divine order, Enoch was “the 
seventh from Adam,” Methuselah was 
the eighth, Lamech was the ninth, 
and Noah was the tenth. Ten is the 
numeral that sets forth divine order. 
God is a God of order, not of confu- 
sion. That is why the earth, in its cir- 
cuit around the sun, as it revolves up- 
on its axis, makes a complete circuit 
in exactly a year, and is never a day, 
an hour, a minute, or even a second 
ahead of time or behind time. Let us 
begin our services on time and not be- 
hind time. And in walking with God 
let us keep step with Him. This is 
what the Scripture exhorts us to do 
when it says, “See that ye walk cir- 
cumspectly, not as fools but as wise.” 
Eph, 5:15. The word rendered “cir- 
cumspectly” is the Greek word 
akribos, from which we get our word 
accurately. It means that we should 
neither run ahead of God nor lag be- 
hind; in other words that we should 
keep step with Him. God has said, 
“I will never leave thee nor forsake 
thee.” But we can leave Him by lag- 
ging behind or running on ahead or 
turning to the right hand or to the 
left or by just standing still. God is

introduced to us in Joshua 14:6 as 
“Caleb the son of Jephumeh.” There 
are three other Calebs in the Old 
Testament but this one shines out the 
noblest of the three. He was not an 
Israelite by birth, and yet we find 
this immigrant rising higher than 
them all. Moses and Joshua delighted 
to honor him. Here was a man ito 
whom time and age did not change 
his zestful faith and youthful zeal.

Names always had a significance 
in the Old Testament times. Caleb 
means “All heart.” He lived up to his 
name.

His whole story might have been 
written with a pen dipped in sun- 
shine. 

When he was sent as a spy into 
Canaan, others came back with a 
mournful report, but not Caleb. He

took a cheerful view of the possibili- 
ties of the situation. When other 
hearts were low, his was lifted up. 
He brought a cheerful report because 
his heart was filled with cheer — and 
his cheerfulness sprang from his God- 
liness, It was a stream from a fount 
in the Eternal heights. This was his 
secret to zestful living. He had whol- 
ly followed the Lord and gladness 
was his portion. When _ eternal 
shadows rested on his head; eternal 
sunshine was in his heart.

We read that the Hebrew nation 
was in a great crisis and everyone was 
agitated and disturbed.

A few weeks ago, Revivaltime Pub- 
licity Director, Stanley Michael, was 
a guest in our District. It was during 
the course of this visit that the scene 
pictured on the front cover was en- 
acted. Pastor Kermit Jeffrey of Cal- 
vary Temple, San Jose, had pledged, 
on behalf of his church, a regular | 
monthly offering for Revivaltime. Al-_ 
though the normal outcome is that 
the pastors of supporting churches 
receive their pin in the mail, in the 
case of Brother Jeffrey there was a - 
personal presentation. Brother Mich- 
ael cannot promise to duplicate this 
special attention to each supporting 
pastor hereafter, but at least the Ra- 
dio Department will be equally grate- 
ful and will seek to be just as certain 
that the pastor receives. his pin. 

Brother Michael tells us that Re- 
vivaltime is now heard on 335 radio 
stations, 12 of which are outside of 
the United States.

AFRICA (Liberia) — A cheerful letter 
from Brother and Sister Renfroe reads in 
part: “We are pressing hard on our class- 
room and chapel building, and at last the 
walls are going up. We are laying the mud 
blocks in cement mortar and ‘this serves 
two purposes: it makes them stronger and 
it also discourages the omnivorous “buggy- 
bugs” (termites). It will not be long be- 
fore we are ready for the roof — but that 
brings up a problem. We need 500 pieces 
of corrugated aluminum for the roof and 
we have no funds on hand for the purpose. 
We can purchase aluminum in Monrovia 
for $1.50 a sheet. An offering for this pur- 
pose should be sent to Springfield designat- 
ed “Owensgrove Bible School, c/o R. J. 
Renfroe.” 


HAWAII — The Omar Goins tell of a 
notable death bed conversion of an unsaved 
father of one of their C. A.’s. The new con- 
vert’s homegoing was triumphant. They re- 
port a new sense of “family relationship” 
amongst the people of their congregation 
in spite of the diverse national groups re- 
presented. They conclude: “We are all well 
and happy in the Lord. We still ask your 
prayers for revival in the islands. May God 
bless you spiritually and materially and pour 
out His Spirit upon you.” 


INDIA — Missionary Ovid Dillingham 
tells the picturesque story of a journey and 
a revival meeting in the city of Nagpur.

As they arrived they squatted on 
the matting, and before long I counted 
sixty-five. Since the area of the room was 
about 15 by 20 feet the place was totally 
packed.” He tells of God’s blessing during 
the course of the meetings and then con- 
cludes: “We can’t tell you all that God did 
in those days, but the last night I preached 
on “Why Only the Blood of Christ?” Four 
men responded to the call. These made a 
total of nine adults who made first de- 
cisions for Christ during the course of the 
meeting. God is good, and it is He that 
giveth the increase.” Sister Helen Dilling- 
ham adds in a postscript that a Sunday 
school that she has started has increased 
from 12 the first Sunday to a record of 66 
in only 4 weeks. 


PHILIPPINES (Bacolod City) During 
1956 the Calvin Zeisslers report that their 
average weekly attendance in their central 
and branch Sunday schools was 1,235. 
This contrasts with an average of 500 in 
the previous year. In addition, the Zeis- 
slers are reaching some 100 children daily 
in their lessons in elementary school. As 
goals for 1957 the Zeisslers included: “The 
beginning of a Layman’s Bible School to 
train workers for the local church and out- 
stations.”

FOREIGN MISSIONS — A happy note 
in the missionary program was the an- 
nouncement that Rev. and Mrs. Ayad She- 
nouda of the Port Said Bible School in 
Egypt had survived the warfare in that city 
in spite of announcement to the contrary. 
Wrote Brother Shenouda: “Three days ago 
we heard strange news about ourselves!” 
We thank God for His protecting hand upon 
his servants. 

The Department is also rejoicing in the 
liberality of God’s people in recent mission- 
ary offerings. The month of December, 
1956, saw an all-time high with giving for 
world missions for a single month for the 
first time totalling over one-half million 
dollars. Some 65 churches gave more than 
$1,000 each during December with Glad 
Tidings of New York City heading the list 
with $7,400.

4 The time came for Methuse- 
* ah to die and he died. The 
words, “and he died” occur again and 
again in the fifth chapter of Genesis, 
and they occur in connection with 
what we are told about Methuselah 
who lived for such a long period of 
time, almost a thousand years, “And 
he died.” Death must mark the end 
of the pilgrimage of every man and 
woman among us, unless indeed the 
Lord comes during our lifetime and 
we have the privilege and honor of 
being among those caught up and 
caught away to “meet the Lord in the 
air.” People fear death. But why 
should a saint of God fear to die? 
Paul said, “To me to live is Christ and 
to die is gain.” He was sure that there 
is a brighter and a better world, and 
he was sure also that provision had 
been made for him to enter that world 
and enjoy all that God was preparing 
for him. He summed it all up one day 
in the expression “a crown of right- 
eousness.” He had a great many tough 
and tragic experiences in the flesh, 
but in the midst of them he had vic- 
tory and was able to say, “I reckon 
that the sufferings of this present 
time are not worthy to be compared -° 
with the glory which shall be reveal- 
ed in us.” He has gone to his reward, 
and I shall go to mine some day, and 
it may be soon. Suppose the Lord 
should call for you. Are you ready? 
When Noah was born his father, La- 
mech, named him Noah which means 
Rest, or Comfort, saying, “This same 
shall comfort us concerning our work 
and toil of our hands, because of the 
ground which the Lord hath cursed,” 
Gen. 5:29. Lamech knew that the 
flood was coming, but he was not a 
pessimist; he looked by faith beyond 
the flood, assured that God had some- 
thing good for His own. 

Conditions in the world today are 
enough to make any man pessimistic 
unless indeed he is a child of God, 
and believes what God has said. Let 
us look at these conditions; let us not 
overlook them, but let us look at them, 
not that they may make us pessimis- 
tic, but that we may see that prophecy 
is being fulfilled and that the coming 
of the Lord draweth nigh.

Evangelical Chinese Pastor 


Sentenced by Reds 

Pastor Wang Ming Tao, an evan- 
gelical Protestant church leader in 
China, and his wife have been sen- 
tenced by Chinese Communist au- 
thorities to 15 years-imprisonment. He 
has been denounced for “Opposing 
democracy,” “deceiving the masses,” 
and considering “dogma” to be “more 
important than patriotism.” A num- 
ber of faithful Christians including 18 
or more students, were arrested in 
August at the same time as Pastor and 
Mrs. Wang. 


Our Flourishing Bootleggers 

Christian Victory declares that_to- 
day there is more bootlegging than 
at any time under prohibition. It is 
estimated that from 25% to 50% of the 
liquor consumed in the U. S. is boot- 
legged. This fact should silence those 
who argue that bootlegging is solely 
a child of prohibition. 


Protestantism Growing 
In Spain 
Despite persecution, Protestantism 
is growing in Spain. In Madrid, Bis- 
hop Zacarias de Viscarra, spokesman 
for Spanish Catholic Action, has re- 
ported that “the Protestant danger in 
Spain is greater than ever.” He said 
there are now 477 Protestant preach- 
ers in Spain compared with 48 in 
1928. 


War Prisoners Handcopy 


New Testament 

A German prisoner of war, recent- 
ly released by the Russians, related 
this unusual incident of how the 
Scriptures were circulated in Russia. 
When he was taken captive, accord- 
ing to Bible Journal, this young man 
successfully retained his New Testa- 
ment. Other prisoners heard about it 
and asked. to borrow it so they could. 
make copies for their own use. The 
absolute dearth of writing paper made 
this impossible until some old cement 
sacks made of heavy wrapping paper 
were discovered. 

Little by little, ten hand-writen 
copies of the New Testament were. 
made secretly by the prisoners during 
their spare time. The copies were 
then handed out to other prisoners 
when they met in deepest secrecy for 
an occasional meeting of worship and 
prayer. Thank God for the ONE 
NEW TESTAMENT which found its 
way into that prison camp.
